From time to time it has been found that 
when a shortage threatens in connection with 
a commodity in general use, inventors and 
scientists, by applying themselves to the task, 
almost invariably discover a new source from 
which to secure it. e

world's rubber supply and the iction of a 
famine. in that indispensable product. Among 
those who applied themselves to the task was 
the world famous inventor, Thomas Edison, 
who, with characteristic industry, retired to his 
laboratory in Florida and after experimenting 
with plants returned to inform the world that 
there are 1400 plants in the United States of 
_Amerien that will yield rubber, and among 
the most productive of these is also one of 
the most cominon and easily grown, the golden 
“rod that flourishes by every wayside. 

‘This is but anuther illustration of the fact 
that the threatened extinction of some import- 
ant commodity leads to the discovery of a new 
source of supply. After all, little is knows of

NEW MINING REGULA’ 


‘The Federal Department of the Interior re- 
céatly enscted new regulations to foster the 
interests of the mining industry and the pubhc, 
and wining rules have been revised with inis 
end in view. They were dra! ed by sbs Min- 
ister of the Interior, Hon. Charles Stewart, and 
by order-in-counctl. The; 
attest the vigilant interest exercised ir nis re- 
spect by government supervision, and bring the 
nev .egulations abreast of present conditions. 

The new regulations provide that every per- 
son and organization engaged in mining activity 
on Dominion lands must hold a miner's certiâ- 
cate. Such a certificate entitles the holder to 
stake and record three claims for himself and 
three claims for each two otherglicensers or 
nine claims in all (a total of about 450 acres)

The completion, the other day, of the Hud- 
son Ray road into Fort Churchill as The Globe 
emphasizes, marks an imposing milestone in a 
venture which, it is hoped, will measure up to 
the expectations of its promoters. If it does 
it will change the route of shipping valued at 
tens of millions of dollars annually, save a for- 
tune cach year for Western agriculturists, af- 
fect the business of the United States as well 
as the Canadian railways, and for several 
months in the year cut more than 1,000 miles 
off the distance between Europe and the Pacific.

“The T Bey Railway is being built to 
mest the wand of the Prairie Provinces. 
Their faith n its potentialities has not wavered 
since it was first proposed, but to the rest of 
„the country the large expenditure involved has 
yet to be justified. There is no doubt that its 
justification will be welcomed, for if additional 
prosperity is thereby brought to the West, the 
entire country will be better off. Its success 
would give a new impetus to settlement, both 
agricultural and industrial, and as a shortén- 
ing of the roue between Europe and the Orient 
would add importance to a territory awaiting 
opening up. 

“There is also the possibility of the road 
serving the country well by clearing the way 
to mineral and agsicultural development in trib- 
wiasy terror 53 the Timiskaming and North- 
era Ontario Ku» vay has done ia this province
